3. We agree that every church belonging to this body shall 
be entitled to three delegates ‘until they humber one hundred 
members, and then to one additional for every fifty above one

4. When any church shall fail to co ymunicate with this 
body fer three consecutive meetings, it shall be considered as 
having withdrawn from us and will be dropped from the min- - 


jutes unless two. or more members reqiie’t ifs continuance, and 


will also engage to inquire into its standing. and to make report 
at the next annual meeting of the Association. 

5. Other churches may be admitted into this Union by sig- 
nifying their wish by letter and delegates, provided they be 
deemed scriptural). ‘ 

6. We will elect a Moderator and Clerk by ballot at each an- 
nual meeting, as soon as the letters from t churches are read 
and the members’ names enrolled; lette from petitionary . 
churches being received , that their delegate may also have the 
privilege of voting. 

7. We disclaim the right to adopt ruled that can, at any 
time, infringe on the independence and rights of the churches. 
We may, however, advise churches when they /request it, and will 
withdraw from such as become heretical] in ; doctorine and dis- 
orderly in discipline. 

8. We will have an Executive Board mposed of seven 
members, elected annually, and the Moderato and Clerk, whose 
duty it shall be to take charge of all the funds sent up by the 
churches, and dispose of the same as the churches may direct. 

9. We will correspond with Sister Associations. Any mem- 
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ber of this body whose name appears on our minutes is auth 

ized to represent us in other religious bodies. 

10. We have our minutes read, corrected and signed 
the Moderator and Clerk before the session rises, and will 1 

gadjourn, except in extraordinary cases, until the busin 
is finished. 

11. We will, while convenent, appoint the time and pla 
for holding the next annual meeting of this body and elect 
Brother to preach the Associational Sermon. The Associ 
tion may make such alterations and amendments to the Co 
stution as two-thirds may deem necessary. ; 

12. Members of the Executive Board shall be entitled to fu 
membership in this body for the meeting next succeeding tl 
one at which they are elected by this Association.

The aim of all literary training is the development of charac- 
ter. The school that secures this end is a successful one and 
deserves patronage. Measured too, by this standard no educa- 
tional institution is perfect. Probably every :college worthy of 
the name sends out some young men who dre moral wrecks, 
and what shall it profit to acquiré all knowledge and lose one’s 
own soul? 

Within our state we have three colleges under Baptist con- 
trol; Mississippi College; Mississippi Woman's College; and 
Clarke Memorial College. We are aware of ,the objections to 
the denominational school. We wish to say that we have no 
respect for narrow sectarianism, nor would we substitute Chris- 
tian principles for scholarship. Ignorance is the obstacle to 
progress, while nothing more promotes respect for Christianity 
than Christian education, which has for its purpose the develop- 
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ment of the whole man. 

Muéh progress has been made in Christian education in Mis 
sissippi. Our people are realizing more and more the import 
ance of, Christian training. Christian education means not onl: 
the establishment and maintenance of schools and colleges, un 
der Christian, auspices, and directed by Christian instructors 
but it means that the all-round development of the individual 
mentally, morally, physically and spiritually. I am glad tha 
the Bible and Christian History are taught in our colleges, un 
der control of the Convention. Unless such instruction i 
given in our colleges, they will not fulfill their mission, and wil

We find embodied in Woman's Work Women's Missionary 
Union Socities, Young Woman's Auxiliaries, Girls Auxiliaries, 
Royal Ambassadors, and Sunbeam Societies. ' The names of the 
first two show why they are under the W. M. U. Societies and the 
greatest reason why the last two, Royal Ambassadors and Sun- 
beams, are under this part of the church work is that the women 
have more patience than men and by patience and faith they are 
able to get more boys and children to engagé in teligious work. 
Through home work and the Sunbeam Societies they do instill in- 
to children a belief and then a faith in God ind Christ that the 
higher education of to-day can never remove. Do men, even 
School superintendents and pastors, have this ability? 

Just here, let ug consider briefly a few results that come from 
this work. ¢ Southern Baptist Convention received last year 
frointhis branch, $315,102.41. Do you think this great? Well the 
women do not for the believe it should have been much more than 
this amount and they plan at least a ten percent increase each 
year. In this Southern Baptist Convention, they have also es- 
tablished and are fostering a training Schoo] for young ladies. 
This school alone is such a great work that it is only practical to 
mention it in this report. It should have had'a committee to re- 
port it in full. i 

The total donation through the Woman’s Work to the Missis- 
sissippi State Convention was 18,178.11 of which our own Tisho- 
mingo Association contributed $1,949.55. Our State W. M. U’s 
have aided the Orphanage and Hospital both of Jackson, Miss., 
and also contributed to the Aged Minister¢d Relief Fund and 
other benevolent causes as well as Home and Koreign Missions. 

In our own state you will find more than five hundred. ladies 
that are titheing, most of whom received their inspiration along 
this line from the W. M. U. Socities. 

This Association has only 12 W. M. U. Societies working at this 
time; but the number has done gréat work from a money stand- 
point; but greater results have come from their influence on the 
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churehes at home and eventually the number will be more; but 
the great desire of the leaders here is that their power may grow 
stronger. 

The loca] church receives great benefit from the arganization 
and work of a W.'M. U. in that the work is usually carried on by 
all the members of one important thing to be considered here is 
that the aim or intention is for every member to do something 
and when all the ladies in a church work, and men usually have to 
do something; however, let us warn you ladies, do no intrude on 
the work the men have been daing but see that we do as much and 
more, then your work will be an increase to your church. 

Here, we come up to the greatest result of this work, that is, 
to the individual member. When a person works for and con- 
tributes to a cause she becomes interested in it and soon you will 
see her after a new member, also increasing her contributions and . 
before a great while you will see another person pledged to tith- 
ing. She will also pray more and then you will see as a result an 
increase in her Faith. What can be better than this? 

Of course after studying this matter you will realize that your 
chureh should be engaged in this great work and will want to 
snow how to organize and conduct a W. M. U., at hame. For 
more than 26 yars Mississippi Baptists have been trying to find 
\ way and after we work for 26 mare we will still wonder how 
an it be done? However for your own immediate time, the pre- 
ent I refer you to Mrs. Lloyd Garrett of Corinth and Mrs. Hat- 
-i¢ Thomas, of Baldwyn, Miss., who have devoted quite a lot of 

me and work to this organinzation. They can and will tell 
u more than most any other person of this Association. One 
eat point to be considered here is to get your pastor interested 
the local W. M. U. and arrange to have him meet with you 
least once a month.
